The city of E ast Liverpool ahou ld act promptly to 
establlsli traffic safeiu ards at West Fifth and Jef­ 
ferson streets, scene of twd fsU l au tomobile acci­ 
dents and many minor crashes within recent pears.

NotwltUstandlu g speed limitations, there is a temp­ 
tation to "step on the gss* at the Intersection, eiv 
dau gering pedestrians, persons attending services at 
the St. Aloyslu s Catholic and First United Presby­ 
terian chu rches, bu t one squ sre apart, and pu pils 
who go to the SL Aloysiu s acbou l.

Had it not been for the economic collapse 
and acu te consciou sness of gigantic expenditu res, 
the change might never have been realised. 
What appears to be the proper classification of the 
new stru ctu re that Is rising In W'asbington? 
W’hat 
can be seen from the Imperfectly deUchod viewpoint 
that may be achieved by deliberate effort in these 
fu riou sly active days? 
W ither are we bearing? 
The party in power is fou nded on a principle of 
local resiMju slblUty.

Is wise to allow su ch a misconception to continu e 
for the sake of expediency is debatable. 
It might be better to stand back cou rageou sly and

United States is following the cou rse which leads 
to fascism—a mobilization of the power of the capi­ 
talistic system u nder one-man control. 
A su preme 
power has been established and Is being strength­ 
ened, consciou sly on the part of a few, u nconsciou s­ 
ly on the part of the mu ltitu de. 
An old order is 
^ssing and no one seems to care.

fou nd onl; 4,257.684. 
The expansion of commerce in this period had 
other effects, too. 
The nu mber of persons engaged 
In giving professional service increased. 
More peo­ 
ple were engaged In clerical work and domestic ser 
vice. In the occu pation of aalesmanshlp alone, there 
was a 73 per cent Increase. 
The nation was pow er 
fu lly organized to get new produ cts into bu yers 
hands. 


Bu t du ring the same period a atrange thing was 
Lappening in manu factu ring and mechanical Indu s­ 
tries. 
Occu pations in these classifications did not 
keep pace; they Increased only 9 per cent 
In 19 20 
there were 12,831.879 persons engaged in produ ction 
u nder these classifications, bu t in 19 36 there were 
<nly 14,110,652. Technological improvements had en 
abled them to su pply more than enou gh produ cts 
with only » ¡M'r cent more labor. FranUc efforta to 
keep ahead of them had ballooned employment in 
sales and distribu tion classifications. 
The financial collapse, which left a vast qu ality of 
goods to be disposed of In a collapsing m arket atlmu 
lated even fu rther the sales effo rt It was not u ntil 
bu ying power had been exhau sted .and prices began 
to decline that sales forces were redu ced to any 
great extent. 
The depression affected produ ction 
employes more qu ickly, for obviou s reasons. 
To balance the pictu re, how''ver, there is the be 
Ilf that resu mption of produ ction wou ld provide em 
ployment for people engaged in manu factu ring long 
before It wou ld increase employment among those en 
gaged in selling and distribu ting. 
The services of 
sales forces are needed to create a demand for new 
and u nfamiliar produ cts. 
Unless they appear, the 
salesman's ou tlook will remain gloomy. 
He came 
into prosperity on high tide, and It will take another 
high tide to carry him ou t of the hole into which he 
fell when prosperity’s w aters receded.

Highlights of Ohio History 
OHIO AND THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT 
By J. H. GALBRAITH, 
Written Fo r The Asso cia ted Press 
Ohio's action on the Fou rteenth amendment fu rn­ 
ishes an interesting page in Its history. Governor 
Cox laid before the Ohio legislatu re, in a message, 
the amending resolu tion, su bmitted to the states by 
congress, when It assembled In Janu ary 1867. The 
senate promptly adopted It by a 21 to 12 vote and 
the hou se by a 54 to 25 vote. Ohio cou ld have had 
the record of being the first to concu r In that amend- 
inenL bu t the certificate of this action lacked a signa­ 
tu re and had |p be sent back, so that New York was 
really the first state to certify ratification. 
The following Janu ary, however, a Democratic 
majority carried ou t a bitter bu t su ccessfu l fight to 
rescind the ratification and directed Governor Cox 
to demand the retu rn of the previou s approving 
resolu tion^ Ig was aii;u ed that u ntil three-fou rths of 
the state« had adopted the amendment, any state had 
the right to withdraw its ratification. Secretary Sew­ 
ard, however, declined to retu rn the approving reso­ 
lu tion. claiming that he had no au thority to do i t 
Congress seems to have ignored the rescinding m- 
Uon of out«, for in the following Ju ly a declaration 
that it had been approved and was a part of the 
Federal Conatitu Uon. waa adopted.

Shaping a New Government 
A bewildered Democrat Iii Washington, struggling 
to comprehend th© scope of what the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration has done aud plans to do, is said to 
have admitted his confusion with this rem ark:

But to see it one must 
gain a certain detachment of viewpoint which is hard 
to gain Iii the m idst of ho much furious action. 
Perhaps it is better so. 
Governments chang© im 
perceptibly to the careless sight of thus© who live 
under them. It ta apparent now that during th© years 
following the World war th© United States tended 
toward socialism, it was not so apparent at the 
time. 
Had it not been for the economic collapse 
and acute consciousness of gigantic expenditures, 
the change might never have been realised. 
What appears to be the proper classification of the 
new structure that is rising in Washington? 
What 
can be seen from the imperfectly detached viewpoint 
that may be achieved by deliberate effort In these 
furiously active days? 
Wither are we bearing? 
The party in power is founded on a principle of 
local responsibility. From th© time of its illustrious 
founder down to its recent existence as a minority 
power it has opposed another party advocating strong 
ceutral responsibility. 
But Fraukllu D. Roosevelt 
cannot be compared with Thomas Jefferson and An­ 
drew Jackson, who made bis party’* principle# 
lie 
can only be contrasted to them. 
He has asked for and been given with the approval 
of the people the greatest power ever granted the 
chief executive. 
He has taken or is prepared to 
take into his hands responsibility for directing every 
Important activity of the people. 
He has made tho 
federal government the source of all authority aud 
power, 
in response to the people’s demand he has 
established a tolerated dictatorship. 
This is not socialism, according to socialist theory. 
But by giving the people a believable promise of a 
better planned economy it has led them into a cur­ 
ious misconception of socialism. 
Whether or not It 
is wise to allow such a misconception to continue 
for the sake of expediency is debatable. 
It might be better to stand back courageously and 
view the plan while there is tim* to alter i t 
The 
United States is following the course which leads 
to fascism—a mobilization of the power of the capi­ 
talistic system under one-man control. 
A supremo 
power has been established aud is being strength 
ened, consciously on the part of a few, unconscious- 
’y on the part of the multitude. 
An old order is 
yessing and no one seems to care.

During the decade from 1920 to 1930, which was 
characterised by terrific selling pressure as more 
and more new products wens placed on the m arket 
occupations connacted with aal* and distribution of 
goods and services increased m ort than 40 per cenL 
Census takers In 1930 found 6,081,487 persons gain 
fully employed in such occupations; in 1920, they 
found onl„ 4,167,884. 
The expansion of comm^rc© In this period had 
other effects, too. 
The number of persons engaged 
in giving professional service increased. 
More peo­ 
ple were engaged In clerical work and domestic ser 
vice. In the occupation of salesmanship alone, there 
was a 73 per cent Increase. 
The nation was power­ 
fully organized to get new products Into buyers 
hands. 
But during the same period a strange thing was 
happening in manufacturing and mechanical Indus 
tries. 
Occupations In these classifications did not 
keep pace; they Increased only 9 per cent. 
In 1920 
there were 12,831,879 persons engaged in production 
under these classifications, but lo 1930 there were 
inly 14,110,652. Technological improvements had en 
abled them to supply pore than enough products 
with only 9 per cent more labor. 
Frantic efforts to 
keep ahead of them had ballooned employment in 
sales and distribution classifications. 
The financial collapse, which left a vast quality of 
goods to be disposed of in a collapsing market, stlmu 
lated even further the sales effort. It was not until 
buying power had been exhausted and prices began 
to decline that sales forces were reduced to any 
great extent. 
The depression affected production 
employes more quickly, for obvious reasons. 
To balance the picture, however, there is th# bo 
lief that resumption of production would provide em 
ployment for people engaged in manufacturing long 
before It would increase employment among those en 
gaged In selling and distributing. 
The services of 
sales forces are needed to create a demand for new 
and unfamiliar products. 
Unless they appear, the 
salesman’s outlook will remain gloomy.

Highlight* of Ohio History 
OHIO AND THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT 
By J. H. GALBRAITH, 
Written For The Aseociated Press 
Ohio’s action on the Fourteenth amendment furn­ 
ishes an interesting page in Its history. Governor 
Cox laid before the Ohio legislature, In a message, 
the amending resolution, submitted to the status by 
congress, when it assembled in January 1867. The 
senate promptly adopted it by a 21 to 12 vote aud 
the house by a 54 to 25 vote. Ohio could have had 
the record of being the first to concur In that amend­ 
ment, but the certificate of this action lacked ft signa­ 
ture and had to be sent back, so that New York was 
really the first state to certify ratification. 
The following January, however, a Democratic 
majority carried out a bitter but successful fight to 
rescind the ratification and directed Governor Cox 
to demand the return of the previous approving 
resolution* I t was argued that until three-fourths of 
the stateshad adopted the amendment, any stat© had 
the right to withdraw its ratification. Secretary Sew­ 
ard, however, declined to return the approving re so 
lution, claiming that he had no authority to do it 
Congress seems to have ignored th© rescinding ac 
iiiou of Obi©, (or in th* following July a declaration 
I that it had been approved and was a part of th* 
Federal Constitution, was adopted.

They should be Instructed 
how to protect the nos* and mouth 
when coughing or sneezing. 
They 
should be given the reasons why 
their not doing it may spread dis 
ease. 
Wash Hands Frequently 
Every child 
should be warned 
against the common habit of plac 
ing 
fingers 
aud pencils 
In th* 
mouth. 
Every child should be carefully 


ing the hands with soap and water. 
This habit should be acquired aa 
soon aa possible. Everybody, young 
and old, should remember the ne­ 
cessity of having clean hands be­ 
fore eating. 
Brushing the teeth upon arising 
and retiring, should be made a part 
of the daily routine of every child. 
This responsibility should begin at 
a* early an age as possible.

young, It is advisable that they be 
examined periodically. 
Strict at­ 
tention must be given to posture. 
Ear. eye, nose, throat, dental and 
other possible defects, 
should be 
discovered

When these are corrected in early 
life, much undue and unnecessary 
suffering is escaped in later life. 
These are mer© hints. 
But I do 
want you to know that the welfare 
of the child and the stat© of adult 
health are founded on th© health 
practices of youth.

WOOSTER, O., April 27. — The 
proverbial busy bee has gone off 
the golden honey standard — and 
fruit growers are worried. 
Deflation in fruit crops will be 
ths result unless the bees get busy , 
reports reaching the Ohio agricul­ 
tural ex periment 
station 
reveal. 
Honey bees are necessary In or­ 
chards at blooming time to provide 
for 
pollination—mating the blos­ 
soms so that fruit will be borne. 
Tbo quantity of 
bees required 
depends upon such variable factors 
as temperature and rainfall during 
the blooming period and varietal 
characteristics. 
One 
bee colony 
for each acre of full-bearing mature 
tree* is a good rule to follow, C.| 
W. Ellenwood, In the horticultural 
i 
department at the station, say s. 
If the bees aren’t around, it is 
a good practice to arrange with 
some bee owner to provide the In­ 
sects for the length of the bloom­ 
ing period, Ellenwood advises. The 
bees should be moved Into the or­ 
chard Just prior to the opening of 
the first blossoms. 
As a precau­ 
tion against injury to the bees, it 
is 
advisable to remove the bees 
from the orchard before post-bloom 
spray ing la begun. 
In making plans to provide pol 
Ilnatlon for an orchard. It is best 
to assume that all varieties of ap­ 
ples, sweet 
cherries, 
pears and 
most plums require the pollen of 
another 
variety to Insure proper 
fertilization of the blossoms. 
When large numbers of trees of 
a single variety of these fruits are 
planted in a block. It is necessary 
to distribute bouquets of blossoms 
from another 
variety throughout 
that area. Good-sized branches are 
cut from trees of a variety known 
to bo suitable for fertilizing the va 
riety In question. 
These bouquets, Ellenwood say s, 
should be in place at the time the 
flowers of the variety to he pollin­ 
ated begin to open. Empty spray - 
material 
barrels half filled with 
water make ideal receptacles for 
the bouquets. A large bouquet for 
each four 
trees is the minimum 
number; a greater number Is bet­ 
ter.

Br Th* AumkIsUC Hr***. 
W OOSTER, O., April 27. — The 
proverbial busy bee has gone off 
the golden honey standard — and 
fruit grow ers are worried. 
Deflation in fruit crops will be 
the result unless the bees get busy, 
reports reaching the Ohio agricul­ 
tural experim ent 
station 
reveal. 
Honey bees axe necessary in or­ 
chards at blooming tim e to provide 
for 
pollination—m ating the blos­ 
soms so th at fruit will be borne. 
T he quantity of 
bees required 
depends upon such variable factors 
as tem perature and rainfall during 
the blooming period and varietal 
characteristics. 
One 
bee colony 
for each acre of full bearing m ature 
tree* is a good rule to follow. C . j 
W. EUenwood, In the horticultural 
departm ent a t the station, says. 
If the bees aren’t around, it Is 
a good practice to arran g e w ith , 
some hee ow ner to provide the in 
sects for the length of the bloom • 
lug period, EUenwood advises. The I 
bees should be moved Into the or i 
chard Just prior to the opening of 
the first blossoms. 
As a precau-: 
tion against injury to the bees, it I 
is 
advisable to rem ove the bees 
from the orchard before post-bloom 
spraying is begun. 
In m aking plans to provide pol 
Boation for an orchard, it is best 
to assum e that all varieties of ajv 
pies, sw eet 
cherries, 
pears and 
most plums require the pollen of 
another 
variety to insure proper 
fertilization of tho blossoms. 
When large num bers of trees of 
a single variety of these fruits are 
planted in a block, it is necessary 
to distribute bouquets of blossoms 
from another 
variety throughout, 
that area. Good sized branches are, 
cut from trees of a variety known, 
to bo suitable for fertilizing the va 
rlety in question. 
These bouquets, EUenwood says, 
should be In place at the tim e the 
flowers of the variety to he pollin­ 
ated begin to open. Em pty spray- 
m aterial 
barrels half filled with

Makes Freddy Mite 
The first three rounds were fair­ 
ly fast, but no damaging blows 
were struck. 
Phillips was guilty 
of holding on several occasions and 
was warned by Referee Davis. He 
was making Edwards miss plenty, 
however, as Freddy endeavored to 
connect with his right. 
Phillips 
turned in his usual scrap, seeking 
to get at close quarters where he 
had evidently good margin over the 
Newell puncher. 
Edwards and his manager, By­ 
ron Foutts, claimed that Tug hit 
Freddy low on several occasions 
during the first three heats, but 
Referee Davis refused to allow the 
allegations.
